The duration of the no=contact order may extend for a
period of five years from the date the judgment is entered or
the deferred judgment is granted, or up to the maximum term of
confinement plus one additional year, whichever is greater.
The court may order the no=contact order regardless of whether
the defendant is placed on probation.
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
